SUMMARY OF AMENDMENT (009924): Deletes all language of the

original bill. Requires the Division of Special Education within the
Department of Education to report certain information to the House and
Senate Education Committees by October 1, 2007. Establishes a study
commission on methods of restraint employed on students receiving special
education services to study such data compiled by the department and to
report its findings and recommendations to the General Assembly.
